Flood’s federal 
conviction upheld

The seven-count felony convic 
tion of Granite City real estate 
broker Gaye Flood has been 
upheld by the United States 
Court of Appeals in Chicago. 

Flood ha pealed her Aug. 
6, 1990, conviction on six counts 
of making false statements on 
federal loan applications and one 
count of conspiracy to defraud 
the United States government 

She was found guilty by a jury ~ 
in East St. Louis federal court 
and sentenced by U.S. District 
Judge William Stiehl to serve 
one year and one day in prison 
and to pay restitution of $259,809. 
He also ordered her to serve five 
years of probation following her 
release from prison. 

Flood was released from fed- 
eral prison last year and is cur- 
rently on probation. 

In an order dated June 16, the 
court of appeals upheld the con- 
viction, but vacated the order of 
restitution and sent it back to 
Stiehl for resentencing. 

According to the. court of 
appeals, the order of restitution 
was improperly tied only to the 
conspiracy count and ordered 
that it be rewritten to_reflect the 
counts. where the money was

actually lost. 

Five of the six false statement 
counts found that Flood had 
induced Paul Ray Bowler, a for- 
mer Granite City alderman and 
school board vice president, to 
make false statements on sepa- 
rate applications for loans 
insured by the Federal Housing 
Administration. 

Four of the loans were issued 
through Delmar Financial in 
Clayton for the 1984 purchase of 
apartment buildings on Oakmont 
Drive in Pontoon Beach. The 
other loan, also in 1984, was 
issued through the Lomas and 
Nettleton Co. in Granite City for 
a house on Pine Street. 

Bowler, who pleaded guilty in 
1989 to a felony count of making 
a false statement, spent nearly 
20 hours testifying during 
Flood’s trial 

Bowler had been indicted in 
December 1988 on four counts of 
making false statements, but 
three .of those counts were 
dropped in return for Bowler’s 
guilty plea and his agreement to 
testify against Flood. 

Bowler was sentenced to two 
years of probation, 100 hours of 
community seryice and restitu- 
tion of $11,811. The sentence also 
stipulated that Bowler zesign his 
position on the school board.

8,347 tickets during blitz 


Illinois State Police Director Terrance W. Gainer said troopers 
isSued 1,831 tickets for occupant restraint violations during the final 
week of the Illinois State Police safety belt blitz. 

“The blitz reminded motorists that safety belts prevent injuries, 
save lives, and that the Illinois State Police is serious about @nforc- 
ing occupant restraint laws,’’ said Gainer. ‘“‘We will continue to 
promote these facts in the future.” 

The blitz, which ran from May 17 through June 6, resulted in a 
total of 8,347 enforcement contacts for occupant restraint violations. 
Troopers issued 4,144 citations and 3,751 written warnings for viola- 
tions of seat belt laws. 3 

Additionally, 325° motorist seceived citations while 127 warnings 
were written for disobeying child restraint laws. This produced a 32.3 
percent, increase in occupant restraint citations compared to the 
same time period last year. "i 

A total of 31,104 occupant restraint warnings and citations have 
been issued during the three Illinois State Police safety belt blitzes 
which have been conducted over the past seven months.

Compromise looms on 
family leave proposal | 


SPRINGFIELD — Business 
groups may be coding years of 
Solid opposition to legislation 
requiring some employers to 
grant unpaid leave for workers 
with family emergencies. 

The Hlinois Manufacturers 
Association and chief sponsors of 
the legislation announced Tues- 
day they had struck a compro- 
mise. 

A bill pending in the Senate 
was changed Tuesday to reflect 
the compromise, exempting 
firms with fewer than 100 
employees instead of the previ- 
ous threshold of 50 workers. 
Firms affected by the bill would 
also be able to get a state 
income tax credit for any 
increased unemployment insur- 
ance costs if they hired tempo- 
rary employees. who were then 
discharged when the worker on 
leave returned. 

Senate sponsor Penny Severns, 


.D-Decatur, said she hoped the 


support of the manufacturers 
group would bring at least four 
more Republican votes, or a 
total of 36 senators, enough to 
override any potential veto by 
Gov. Jim Edgar. 

Edgar said Tuesday he still 
had philosophical reservations 
about forcing companies to grant 
family leaves and Ga sed con- 
cern for the potential cost of the 
credit. Severns said surveys had 
indicated cost of the credit 
would be minimal, but none of 
the supporters of the plan would 
make any firm predictions. 

The revised bill would cover 
an estimated 53 percent of the 
workers in the state, or about 2.3 
million, compared with 65 per- 
cent, or 2.8 million under the 
original bills, Severns said.

Fight fire with jobs 


The city of Venice is sitting on a powder keg. 

If the summer heat and the friction of crowds congregating 
mat tne streets ignite that explosion, ripples will be felt far and 
Wide. 

Summer is known as a time for. fun in the sun and jobs that 
follow the construction and vacatidn seasons, but Venice 
Officials say those jobs are not available to the city’s 
residents, and that is at the base of Venice’s trouble. 

. .**The only thing that i foine, to help is jobs, job training, 
and jobs, jobs, jobs,’’ id the Rev. John Henry Williams, a 
Venice alderman-on the front lines: 5 

Weaver Street is the center of frightful activity in the city. 
Venice aldermen say that at least a half-dozen times already 
this year, crowds numbering more than 100 angry people 
have complicated normally routine arrests by police. 

Why are the people angry? There is a better question: Why 
are all these people on the street? Don’t they have jobs? 

The answer is: Apparently not. Williams said he talks to the 
people on Weaver Street and they say, ‘I need a job. 
Anything, minimum wage, I don’t care,’’ Williams said. 

You scoff, ‘‘There are a lot of jobs available.’’ 

But who is getting those jobs? 

County Board Member Don Garrett said he offered a black 
€andidate for a job at the Madison County Courthouse, only to 
watch the board hire the white son of a board member. 

As bad as that may sound on the aspect of nepotism, 
discrimination in hiring practices is something the County 
Board wants to completely distance itself from. Garrett said 
the board has hired other black applicants he has suggested, 
but he added/that this is not the first time an applicant he 
considered qualified was overlooked. 

County Board Chairman Nelson Hagnauer said he was 
‘unaware of any discrimination in hiring practices and said it 
was certainty something he hoped would never happen. Let’s 
mark that down as the understatement of all time. 

It is easy to point to problems, but finding solutions is often 
the difficult part. In this.case, the answers won’t come from 
an_individual source. 

Public entities do not have the budgets to create jobs. So 
private industry needs to be sure it opens its doors for 
employment opportunity to all candidates. And those candi- 
dates who, Garrett says, ‘‘don’t want to be hanging around 
Weaver Street’’ need to make themselves available and 
employable 

“I think most of the nickel and dime drug dealers on 
Weaver Street are doing it just because they ve nothing 
better to do,’’ Garrett said. 

That could be the year’s overstatement. Spending your 
time dealing drugs is not something that is going to reflect 
positively on a resume. There is a lot of gray area between 
“nothing better to do’’ and selling crack on the corner. 

Summer is often a season of increased crime, and that 
increase could be the fuse when the powder keg explodes. But 
with a combined effort, there is room for improvement and a 
chance for cooler heads to prevail. 


Ist Amendment right for all 


As Cartoonist Ben Sargent of the Austin American States- 
man once said, “There's nothing in the First Amendment 
that excludes scum.”’ 

The U.S. Supreme Court reaffirmed that this week when it 
unanimously struck down a St. Paul, Minn., ordinance 
‘banning cross burning, swastika displays and other expres- 
sions of racial supremacy and bias. 

Neither we nor the court believe the person — a self- 

avowed white supremacist — who burned a cross in the yard 
af a black family should go unpunished. But the punishment 
must be for the act of terrorism. No matter how repugnant, 
spiteful and obscene the form of expression and the opinion it 
represents, it is protected by the First Amendment. 
‘ =Is that fair? Assume the opposite. Assume that, instead of 
banning cross burning and swastikas, the ordinance banned 
flying the American flag and displaying an X for Malcolm X. 
‘We would fight that ordinance to our last breath. To protect 
our freedom of expression, we must also defend the freedom 
of those who hold opposite views and defend their freedom 
with the same vigor we-would use to defend our own. 

First Amendment rights big enough to include the expres- 
sions of Nazis and the Ku Klux Klan — the very scum of 
‘seciety — are certainly big enough to include the compara- 
tively mild expression of nude dancing. 

In the discussion of Deja Vu’s plans for a topless/bottom- 
ess club in Madison, no one has ever questioned the dancers’ 
right of freedom of expression. In fact, the city’s obscenity 
ordinance specifically affirms a person’s First Amendment 
rights, presumably including those involving some form of 
nudity. : 

What the obscenity ordinance does prohibit are businesses 
conducting or condoning activities that are contrary to the 
public health, safety, welfare and morals of the community. 
That includes deterring those of law. morals from imposing 
their lack of morals on the rest of the community. 

It is this prohibition that Deja Vu seeks to have amended, in 
fact must have amended in order to operate, and it is this 
prohibition we believe should be left alone. 

: Again assume the opposite. A person of high morals 
unquestionably has the right to express the belief that all 
-mude dancers, and other perceived sinners, are going to hell. 
'That person may even gather together a group of like-minded 
people and advocate sending all nude dancers, and other 
reeived sinners, to hell. 

But what pappens when that person of high morals opens a 
cSnter that ily dispatches hordes of people into. the 
cSmmunity who are intent on seekii 
féreibly sending him or her to hell? It is unlikely that is an 
BBtivity even a person of high morals would tolerate. 

In many respects, the location Deja Vu wants to use, the 
Site of Stages nightclub on Illinois 203 near Interstate 55/70, is 
an ideal location for a nude dancing establishment.

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Unfair ‘solution’ to health costs: Tax hospitals, patients 


The following column is by 
Kenneth Robbins, president of 
the Illinois Hospital Association. 

The proposal by Gov. Jim 
Edgar to tax hospitals to help 
fund the Medicaid program is a 
bad answer to an intractable 
problem. Yet, many are saying 
that if it is the only plan there 
is, they must support it 

Aside from the fact that the 
governor’s plan is not the only 
solution, it is based on faulty 
assertions, may not comply with 
federal law, and is fundamental- 
ly unfair. 

the Illinois Department of Pub- 
lic Aid contends that more than 
80 percent of the hospitals taxed 
would benefit financially from 
the governor's proposal. Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. 

After reviewing the figures 
made available to them by the 
Department of Public Aid, hospi- 
tals report that the state’s num- 
bers are just plain wrong. 

In fact, more than half of all 
hospitals in Illinois will be major 
losers under this tax proposal. 

Approximately 100 hospitals 
are already operating in the red. 
Of this number, 38 hospitals 
operating at a loss would be

pushed into a serious negative 
inancial position, and nine of 
these hospitals would be forced 
into bankruptcy within 12 to 18 
months of the passage of this 
kind of tax. 

Even if the hospital tax passes 
the General Assembly and is 
signed into law, there is no guar- 
antee that the money derived 
would qualify for federal match- 
ing Medicaid funds. 

New regulations governing the 
ability of states to get federal 
matching money for provider 
tax programs are not. expected 
to be issued until after the 
November elections, long after 
Illinois’ present assessment plan 
expires. 

The only funding that does not 
require the approval of the 
Health Care Financing Adminis- 
tration is money that results 
from ae general revenue 
increase, a move that Gov. 
Eagar has adamantly opposed 
and others believe is unrealistic 


in an election year. 

The goyernor’s hospital tax 
proposal is not the only game in 
town. There is an alternative 
that allows the state to squeeze 
one more year out of the current 
hospital assessment plan; the 
state should seriously pursue this 
option. 

The governor’s tax proposal 
violates hospitals’ long-standing 
tax-exempt status and threatens 
the societal benefits derived 
from that exemption. 

Illinois hospitals currently pro- 
vide more than $700 million in 
uncompensated care to Illinois 
residents each year. That does 
not include millions of dollars 
that hospitals have contributed 
to the state over the years by 
virtue of the chronically under- 
funded Medicaid program. 

The loss of tax-exempt status 
would have incalculable conse- 
quences for hospitals, the com- 
munities they serve, and the 
delivery of health care in this 
State. 

It is basically unfair to force a 
narrow segment of society to 
bear the burden of supporting a 
program that benefits society in 
general. 


A tax on hospitals is actually a 
tax on hospital patients and 
those who pay for hospital ser- 
vices. It is a ‘‘sick tax’ that 
places a disproportionate bur- 
den. The responsibility for fund- 
ing the program should be 
shared broadly by all residents 
of this state. 

Finally, the governor main- 
tains that his hospital tax pro- 
penal is necessary to save the 
uture of the hospitals that serve 
the needy. 

Hospitals already suffer from 
a low payment system that only 
pays 79 percent of what it costs 
to treat hospital patients, and 
from a slow payment system 
that owes hospitals over $300 
million with no plam in sight to 
get off the fiscal deadbeat list. 

In short, the main reason 
many of those hospitals are in 
financial distress is precisely 
because of the state’s long histo- 
ry of underfunding the Medicaid 
program. 

Years of low and slow Medic- 
aid reimbursement by the state 
have created the ve roblem 
that it is now asking the ‘hospital 
community’ to correct. That is 
the biggest injustice of all.

This is one of the most impor- 
tant quotes I have ever run 
across, and it can be applied to 
so many different aspects of life 
in general.

The church was rebuilt and 
served the congregation until 
1881, when the growing congre- 
gation required a larger build- 
img. The old church was torn 
down and the lumber used to 
build a school house 

The cornerstone of the new 
church was laid on Dec. 18, 1881, 
ahd on April 30, 1882, the build- 
ing measuring 60 by 36 feet, with 
a@ tower 8 by 10 feet, erected at a 
cost of $5,300, was dedicated. 

A bell weighing 1,200 pounds 
was also purchased. This build- 


ing, the third in St. John’s first 
20 years, was to serve the con- 
gregation until 1934, a period of 
52 years 

Until 1918, German was the 


only language used in conducting 
services and teaching at St. 
John. In the summer of 1918, the 
pastor was given permission to 
conduct English services once a 
month

services were conducted in the 
early 1940s.- St. John also 
became a denominational church 
when in 1920 it joined the Evan- 
gelical Synod of North Ameriéa, 
which in 1934 became the Evan- 
gelical and Reformed Church, 
and in 1957 became the United 
Church..of Christ. 

Tragedy was again to strike in 
1934 when fire of an undeter- 
mined origin destroyed the inte- 
rior of the church. This was in 
the depths of the Great Depres- 
sion, but acting on faith, the con- 
gregation voted to build a new 
church of Wisconsin stone. 

The basement unit was dedi- 
cated on Dec. 8, 1935, and the 
sanctuary in January, 1941. The 
total cost of the first and second 
units was $80,000 

A rapid increase in member- 
ship and Sunday School atten- 
dance following World War II 
made it necessary to replace the 
old wooden school building with 
a much larger educational build- 
ing. The new educational wing, a 
stone structure, was dedicated 


on Sept. 25, 1955, at a cost of 
$149,000. 
With the congregation growing 


rapidly, St. John called its first 
associate pastor, The Rev. Wil- 
liam Nesi, in 1959 

A new parsonage was built 
and dedicated in December 1961. 
The congregation celebrated its 
100th anniversary in 1962.

‘Wild Life’ shows growth for Slaughter

In an interview a year ago, as 
Slaughter’s debut album “Stick 
It To Ya”’ had soared past 2 mil- 
lion in sales, the group’s bassist 
and producer, Dana Strum, 
romised that the band wouldn’t 

urry to complete a follow-up 
record just for the sake of 
retaining the group's momen- 
tum. 

But fittingly for a band that 
has been on a fast track from 
the moment “Stick It To Ya” hit 
the streets in 1990, Slaughter 
wasted little time in finishing its 
second CD, ‘‘The Wild Life.’” 


Guitarist Tim Kelly, echoing 
Strum’s pledge of a year ago, 
said, however, that the quick 
pace was simply a reflection. of 
the creativity the group was 
feeling after the ‘‘Stick It To 
Ya"’ tour. 


“The funniest part of it ‘all was 
we didn’t feel we rushed the sec- 
ond album, but we went in like 
2% weeks after our last show,” 
Kelly said. ‘‘We had so much 
energy pent up from being out 
(routing) and going through all 
these things and ail the events 
we had gone through, that we 
wanted to capitalize> on that 
because we're a band that writes 
about things that we go 
through.’’ 


Though the members of 
Slaughter — Strum, Kelly, sing- 
er Mark Slaughter and drummer 
Blas Elias — barely took time to 
catch  their«‘collective ‘breaths 
before jumping into “‘The Wild 
Life’’ project, this didn’t prevent 
them from exploring some new 
wrinkles to go with the band’s 
trademark heavy metal soung. 


“Our arrangements have jgot- 
ten better and our ideas fave 
Zotten better and the bafid is 
g@rowing,’’ Kelly said. “If you 
ask me in one word to describe 
*the record, I would say it’s a 

rowth album. It’s definitely a 

liverse album. There are a lot 
of different types of songs on 
this record. We tried a lot of 
things that are a little big differ- 
ent for the band. 
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“There’s a song called “Times 
They Change’ which is a seven- 
minute song that goes through a 
jot of different time elements, 
time changes and mood chang- 
es,”’ Kelly said. And that’s some- 
thing very, very different for the 
ban 


“So we tried to branch out and 
stretch a little bit musically, and 
I think we grew a little bit and 
gave people hopefully what they 
wanted to hear”’ he said 

For “‘The Wild Life,” Slaugh- 
ter used the same three-step 
approach to recording the band 
followed on its debut. First, the 
four band members get together 
and write material. When they 
have an album’s worth of mate- 
rial, they book a studio and 
make rough tapes of the songs 
Each eroup member. then takes 
the tapes hore for a couple of 
weeks, listens and makes a list 
of changes they'd like to make 
After settling on final forms for 
the songs, they re-enter the stu- 
dio and record finished versions 
of the songs from the ground up. 

“We have a better pers; tive 
on the music because of the way 
we do it,’’ Kelly said. ‘‘We’ve 
done three times. It really 
helps us. A lot of bands, what 
they do is they go to a small 
rehearsal room, they play really 
loud, they get up some song ide- 
as and they go right into the 
recording studio and do the 
record. They don’t have the time 
to live with it and hear it.” 

Formed in 1989 after Strum 
and Slaughter left The Vinnie 
Vincent Invasion, the band found 
success “quickly with. the ‘hit sin- 


gles “Up All Night” 
The Angels.” 

Kelly said it’s taken time for 
the success of Slaughter to regis- 
ter with him 

“It was weird at first,"" Kelly 
said. ‘I didn’t have a chance to 
sit down and think about it all 
We were off the road for those 
two weeks, and I think every- 
body got this nervous depression 
kind of thing that set in. 

“And I think that was another 
reason why we started the 
record, because it kind of got us 
out of that depression slump of 
coming down from that huge 
high of being out there every 
night and playing to all those 
people,” he said 

Kelly promises that Slaughter 
— well known for its close rela- 
tionships with fans — won't for- 
get the people who made them a 
success if they reach the level or 
arena-headlining superstardom. 

“I think when you start to take 
things for granted is when you 
start to slip up a little bit and 
the ego kind of gets out of 
check,"’ Kelly said. *‘And I think 
an important thing for this band 
is to try to keep it all in Bre pec: 
tive and keep on top o! things 
But this summer tour’s really 
got a fever going within the 
band. We're so hungry. We real- 
ly want to go out there and fight 
and work for it and earn it." 

Slaughter shares a June 27 bill 
at Riverport Amphitheatre with 
headliner Ozzy Osbourne and 
opening act Ugly Kid Joe. 
Reserved seats. for the 8 p.m. 
show are $23. Lawn tickets are 
$19.
